The Humour however Deſcended; and ran down with 

the Blood: For my Father was ſo far of this Opinion, 
that, together with Lord Cardroſs the late Earl of Buchan, 
and ſome other Gentlemen, he enter'd into Meaſures for 
® Eſtabliſhing a Settlement on Port- Royal River in South-Caro- 
luna, and Lord Cardroſs went thither in Perſon, but the 
2 Spaniards diflodg'd them, and deltroy'd the Plantation: 
Advantage being taken of ſome Confuſions, which aroſe 
through the want of full Powers, and diſtin& Juriſdiction. 


> The charming Deſcriptions, which, on this laſt Occa- 
ſion, I met with, of the natural Sweetneſs, and Beauties, 
of Carolina, inſpir'd me with an early Affection to that 
Place, in particular.

But as fuch Attempts are Great, fo alſo are they Dan- 
gerous, One early Caution eaſily ſecures their future Be- 
nefits; one little Error in Foundation overthrows the 
Buildiag.

' ſcatrer'd them to Diſtances unſafe, and ſolitary, ſo that, 
| living in a Wilderneſs, incapable of mutual Aid, the ne- 

celiary Artizans found no Encouragement to dwell among 

them; Their Woods remain'd unclear'd ; their Fens un- 

draind : The Air by that Means prov'd unhealthy, and 
the Roads impaſſable; For want of Towns, and Places of 
Defence, 
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Defence, they ſuddenly became a Prey to all Invaders; 


*2 «ven the unformidable Indians took Advantage of the 
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* Overſight ; and Carolina, is, at preſent, groaning under a 


moſt bloody Perſecution, from a wild, and deſpicable 
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. Kind of Enemy, who had not dard. to think of the At- 
tempt, but from an Obſervation daily made, how open 


and unguarded they might take the Engliſh. 


From theſe Examples, and the Neighbourhood of the 
intended Settlement to Carolina thus diſtrels'd, our future 
Eden, made early wiſe by Dangers, which ſhe feels nor,

It lies in the ſame Latitude with Paleſtine Herſelf, 
That promis'd Canaan, which was pointed out by God's 
on Choice, to bleſs the Labours of a favourite People; 
It abounds with Rivers, Woods, and Meadows. Its gen- 
tle Hills are full of Mines, Lead, Copper, Tron, and even 
ſome of Silver; *Tis beautified with odoriferons Plants, 
green all the Year. Pine, Cedar, Cypreſs, Oak, Elm,

The Maſſacres, and frequent Ruins, which have fallen 
upon ſome Engliſh Settlements for want of this one Cau-

At the Arrival therefore of the firſt Men carried over, 
proper Officers ſhail mark, and cauſe to be entrench'd a 
Square of Land, in juſt Proportion to their Number; On 
the Ontſides of this Square, within the little Baſtions, or 
Redoubts of the Entrenchment, they raiſe light Timber 
Dwellings, cutting down the Trees, which every where 
encompaſs them: The Officers are quartered with the 
Men, whom they command, and the Governour in Chief 
is plac'd exactly in the Center: By theſe means the la- 
bouring People (being fo diſpoſ'd, as to be always watch- 
full of an Enemies Approach) are themſelves within the 
Eye of thoſe, ſet over them, and All together under the In- 
ſpection of their Principal. 


The Redouhts may be near enough to defend Each o- 
ther with Muſquets, but Field Pieces, and Patarero's will 
be planted upon Each, kept charged with Cartridge ſhot, 
and Pieces of old Iron: Within theſe Redoubts are the 
Common Dwellings of the Men who muſt defend them; 
Between them runs a Paliſadoe'd Bank, and a Ditch, which

> The Nature of t'ſis Scheme, when weigh'd againſt the 
I gnorance, and wiidneſs of the Natives, will ſhew, that 
Men, thus ſettled, may at once defend, and cultivate a 
Territory, with the utmoſt Satisfaction, and Security, even 
in the Heart of an Indian Country, Then how much ra- 
tber in a Place conſiderably diſtant from the Savage Set- 
tlements.

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As the Numbers ſhall encreaſe, and they go on to clear 
more Space of Land, they are to regulate their Settle- 
ments with like Regard to Safety, and Improvement: 

And indeed the Difference, as to Time, and Labour, is

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Salts, but Aſhes of Bean- Straw, and other Vegetabj 1

To procure this Salt, in Ruſſia, and the Countries fa. i 
mous for it, they burn great Quantities of Oak, Firr, 1 
Birch, and other Woods, cut down, when flouriſhing, 
and full of Sap ; The- Aſhes they throw into Boilers, or 
huge Caldrons full of Water, and extract a thick, ſharp 
Lye by boiling ; They let this Lye Ls clear by ſettling, 


and then draw it off, and throw awanthe Aſhes left at 
Bottom. 


This Lye, ſo clarihed, they boil again, hy as 1 Wa- 
try Part evaporates apace, they ſupply the Waſte thro? a 
ſmall Pipe, from another Veſſel of the ſame Sort of Lye..

And here, tho we utterly diſapprove all ſwelling, .

impoſſible exactly to ſtate theſe Accounts, before they are 
put to the Trial, yet ſuch Computations as are fairly, 
and impartially Drawn, are at leaſt ſo far Uſeful, as to 
give ſome 1dea to the Reader, of what he may otherwiſe 
perhaps be utterly iznorant in the very Nature and Mea- 
ning of. 


It will be allow'd without Argument, that Three wor- 
king Menmay be carried over, and maintain'd one whole 
Year round, for every Hundred Pound in the Stock;

Ihe Practice of our Colonies all over America, has made 
it undeniable, that the Labour of a Man, for one Year, % 


no otherway employ'd, will clear, at leaſt, four Acres ; It 
muſt be obſerv'd, that we do not ſuppoſe him to cultivate 
the four Acres, but only to cut, and burn down the Trees, - 
which grow there; By this Account ſuch a Purchaſers * 
firſt Years Claim will be the Profit of Six Acres (Half 
Three Mens Labour for That Year) And his Second Year 
adyancing in Proportion, after Allowance for all Kinde 
of Hazard, there ariſes a great, and uncommon Adyan- 
tage. For not to urge that theDeligns, we ſhall employ 
our Men in, are ſuch, as may be fairly expected to produce * 
far greater Profit, than the overſtock'd and beaten Practi- 
ces, in Uſe at Preſent, we will take as our Example, the ' 
molt common, known Product of South Carolina _

and That is Rice; This is, at leaſt, one Crop with another 
> Avorth Six Pounds per Acre; we will ſtate it, however, 
put at four Pounds, and out of That allow. Deduction of 
pne Pound for Freight Home, and Duty; ſo the Purcha- 
"Jr receives but Three Pounds neat from each Acre. 


Thus, all the Land clear'd, a Man, whoſe Purchaſe Mo- 
cy was a Hundred Pounds, for fifty Acres, muſt receive a 
"Hundred, and fifty Pound per Annum for ever, as the Pro- 
Ft of it; but we are not deſirous of laying more weight 

than the Reader, on the Exactneſs of ſich Calculations; A 
FJ houſand Accidents, not calily foreſeen, will ſtill vary 
theſe Events, ſometimes for the better, ſometimes for 
the Worſe; we leave Peoples Expectation to be deter min'd 
by their Reaſon, tho' even Men of Diffidence will we 
think be aſham'd to difallow a- Computation ſo low, -as 
Three Pounds per Acre, from ſuch Land in ſuch a Climate. 
: But it may be objected that we compute on à Suppoliti- 
on of all the Land clear'd, and improy'd by Cultivation, 
whereas it may be ſome Years before the Woods, which 
pPyver- run it, are Fell d, and the Earth fit for Sowing ; 'Tis 
True, to clear all the Land will require ſome Time, But 
"awhile That is doing we make all our Poraſh beforementi- 

on'd, of the waſte Wood cut down, to clear the Land, and 
the Profit from an Acre that way, will be ſo much grea- 
ter, than from any yearly Crop, that Purchaſers may 
reaſonably expect as large gain the very firſt Year, from a 
few Acres only, as afterwards from all their Land, clear'd 
and cultivated.

If therefore we ſtate it but at twelve Acres, it is a Rate 

of computing which can admit of no reaſonable Contra- h 
diction; And to ſhew how much Poraſh this will yield, it 
is plain from Experience and any Reader who doubts, may 
examine it at his Pleaſure for the Charge of a Faggot, 
That the Weight of any good Wood Afhes amounts to a- 
bout a'Sixteenth of the Wood, they are burnt from; and 
the Weight of the Poraſh, which will be producd from 
thoſe Aſhes, is from a Sixth, to an Eighth of the Weight 
of the Aſhes ;, But allowing at large, for loſs, waſte and 
Accidents, call the Sixteenth a Twentieth, and the Sixth a 
Tenth only. "a 


For Quantity of Wood, ſay there grows on an Acre, 
$ cover'd with huge Timber Trees, but four Hundred 
Tun; e have often much more(Bark, Timber, and Bruſh- / 
wood) on an Acre in England; It is therefore an unex- 
ceptionable Computation for America, where the date 
of the Woods, inſtead of Years, muſt be reckoned by A- 
ges. Then the Wood of an Acre yields two Tun of Po- 
taſh, and the whole Years Labour of Three Men employ'd 
in cutting down, and burning on Twelve Acres, and 
boiling and managing the Aſhes, will produce 24 Tun of 
Potaſh, which being a Commodity of Univerſal Confump- # 
tion, cannot eaſily over ſtock Markets, at leaſt not from 
far greater Quantities of Wood Land, than we are here 
talking of. | 


The general Price of fuch Potaſh, being the Richeſt, * 
and Belt, is from Forty to Sixty Pounds Sterling per Tur, | 
but we will reduce it to Twenty, for Arguments Sake, tho 
ſuch a Fall is improbable for ſuch a Commodity, (Some off 
our own Engliſh Aſhes, which have nota 4th Part good Potaſh, |

= Thefirſt Attempts, which were made for the ſettling 
an Engliſh Plantation in Virginia, were carried on by the 
private Subſcriptions of Gentlemen and others, who 
thought it their Intereſt by Way of Security, to entruſt 
the Diſpoſal of their Money, to certain Men of the beſt 
Publick Credit among them, who were choſen Truſtees, 
and tranſacted all Matters at Home in the Name of the 
Body. Mean while, the Command of their Colonies was 
committed to ſuch Great, and Brave Men, as Sir Walter 
=&alcigh and others, who went over, and ſettled the Coun- 
try, with all the Appearance of a promiſing good For- 
tune; but juſt in the Criſis, when their Houſes were 
Zuilt Lands prepar'd, and nothing was wanting, but the 
expected Arrival of Ships with the neceſſary Supplies of 
Ammunition, and Proviſion, they were all Starv'd to 
Death, or cut off by the Indians with a ſhocking Barbari-

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ty. For the Gentlemen in Eugland, while they mou 

have laid out the Money ſubſcrib'd, and ſent over a 1 
Supplies abovemention'd, were quarelling with one an 
ther, who ſhould make moſt Advantage, by foi 
ſuch Goods, as were wanted, or helping others to do it 
In which, and the like kind of Follies, they waſted om 
times two, three, or more Vears, till their poor ſtarving * 
Colonies fell a Sacrifice to their Inhumanity and Avarice“

on the Contrary, from the Reign of Queen | Elizabeth, t 
that of King Charles the Firſt, they repeated the Extra 
vagance in numberleſs Trials, and loſt ſix, or ſeven ditte 
rent Colonies, not to mention the Money, they had . 
warily ventur'd, into the Bargain, by no other Error, o 
Miſcarriage, than that the Diſpoſal of their Stock did nn: 
lie in the ſame Hands, which had the Management of thei: 
Authority; and this was ſo viſible a Truth, that K. Chart: 
abovementiou'd, as a Puniſhment of their Indiſcretion, 
depriv'd them of their Charter; ; and ever after that, the 
Purſe, and the Power being join'd, as they ought, Virgi 
na throve apace, till it grew the moſt flouriſhing, and 
mighty of all our Plantations 3 in America. 


This remarkable ace onght to ſerve, as a Warning 
to all, who embark in theſe noble Deſigns, not to run in- 
zo Loſſes by miſtaken Endeavours, and ill-guided Cau- 
tions to avoid them; The Reader may apply the Advice, 
as he pleaſes, But we would have none concern'd with us, 
whoſe eſtabliſh'd Cpinion of the Nature of this Under-

Jealouſies.
